; Geneva, duly 1. 
The arrival of Mr N. 
Nitchkov, the Soviet timber 
expert, who is to attend the 
meeting of 2 working party 
of the timber committee

The ECE seeretarlat issued 
fome {ime tgo a study entitled 
"European Timber Tronds and 
Prospects," which suppested 
steps for future nction to ‘meet 
short and Jong term needs for 
timber from European resources, 
with a ylew to saving dollars, 
and. which = sugested — that 
the USSR “could help to raise 
the level of consumption and 
Jimlt the price rise."
